THE  CLASS  OF  1937 

A  CLASS  HISTORY  is  extremely  presumptive.  To  write  a  comprehensive  review  of 
the  high  school  life  of  approximately  five  hundred  people,  one  would  have  to  be 
in  turn  each  of  the  five  hundred.  This  history,  however,  will  endeavor  to  set  forth 
the  main  events  of  our  four  years  as  the  class  of  '37.

So  we  passed 
through  the  stowaway  stage  and  began  definitely  to  identify  ourselves  with  the  ground 
crew  of  the  airdrome. 

The  year  1934-35'  We  had  become  cadets  and  considered  ourselves  upperclass- 
men.  The  records  of  that  year  show  an  ever  increasing  number  of  the  class  of  '37 
who  were  "doing  things"  and  "in  things"  about  the  flying  field.  One  of  our  members 
was  soloist  at  a  symphony  concert,  and  a  mere  sophomore  English  class  gave  a  play 
for  the  school.  Finally  we  became  real  upper  classmen  and  were  very  proud  of  our 
badges  as  student  flyers.  Various  ones  of  us  were  elected  to  important  positions  in 
clubs.  Then  came  the  class  elections1  Petitions  were  an  important  topic  of  conversa- 
tion. After  all  the  hub-bub  we  elected  Ray  Gervers,  president;  Dorcas  Marohn,  our  vice 
president;  Betty  Baiter,  secretary;  and  Jack  Doerner,  treasurerer.  That  year,  for  the 
first  time  we  could  take  part  in  graduation  and  were  very  pleased  with  our  badges  as 
ushers.  Some  day  we  would  solo! 

This,  our  senior  year,  has  gone  rapidly  and  has  been  such  an  exciting  one  that 
none  of  us  will  ever  forget  it.  We  have  had  our  class  meetings,  paid  our  class  dues, 
and  are  now  anticipating  the  thrill  of  our  own  graduation,  although  our  plans  were 
upset  and  our  senior  year  shortened  by  the  flood  when  blind  flying  became  dangerous. 

Although  our  class  is  very  large  each  one  of  us  feels  that  he  or  she  has  a  de- 
finite place  in  the  group  and  therefore  is  a  part  of  the  long  line  of  Hughes  graduates 
who  have  made  the  traditions  of  Hughes.  We  are  ready  for  the  take-off,  but  again  and 
again  will  memory  recall  us  to  the  home  hangar.

LJUCHES  students  have  been  fortunate  this  year  in  seeing  four  of 
their  teams  win  district  recognition.  Southwestern  District  medals 
were  awarded  to  the  members  of  the  basketball,  gym,  cross  country,  and 
swimming  teams. 

Although  the  football  team  did  not  win  the  city  title,  they  enjoyed 
a  very  successful  season,  losing  only  to  Norwood,  Newport,  and  Withrow. 
The  basketball  squad  was  privileged  to  compete  for  the  state  title  in 
Columbus.  It  was  the  first  time  in  ten  years  that  a  Hughes  quintet  had 
this  honor.  The  cross  country  harriers  ran  seventh  in  state  competition. 
But  who  is  surprised  at  this  feat?  Our  runners  have  very  consistently 
defeated  their  rivals  for  the  past  four  years.  The  mermen  came  closer 
than  any  other  team  this  year  to  winning  a  state  title.  A  very  close 
decision  in  the  relay  dropped  our  boys  from  the  highly  desired  first 
place  to  third  place.  Because  of  unfortunate  injuries,  the  gym  team  was 
unable  to  participate  in  the  meet  at  Columbus.  The  boys  put  their 
utmost  strength  into  defeating  Walnut  Hills,  a  victory  which  had  not 
been  witnessed  for  fifteen  years. 

The  baseball,  tennis,  and  track  teams  have  not  as  yet  completed 
their  schedule.  Nevertheless,  the  coaches  are  expecting  them  to  fin- 
ish the  1937  athletic  year  in  championship  style. 
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THE  1936  football  eleven  coached  by  its  efficient  mentors,  "Red"  Krueck  and  Earl  Klinck,  again 
compiled  for  the  season  a  winning  record.  The  Big  Reds,  competing  against  the  ranking  teams  of 
Creater  Cincinnati,  managed  to  win  six  games  of  the  nine  scheduled.  For  the  third  successive  year, 
the  Withrow  Tigers  nosed  out  the  Krueckmen  for  the  P.  H.  S.  L.  crown,  defeating  their  traditional 
Big  Red  rivals  7  to  0  in  a  hotly  contested  battle.  The  speed  of  the  Withrow  back  field  triumphed  over 
our  powerful  line.  Fleet-footed  Bierman  scored  the  fatal  touchdown  of  the  game  by  sweeping  the 
Hughes  end.  Our  gridiron  warriors  displayed  their  scoring  ability  by  being  the  first  team  to  cross 
the  goal-line  of  the  powerful  Newport  eleven.

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AT   THE   AIRPORT 

THIS  year  at  Hughes  both  the  boy's  and  girl's  athletic  teams  have  contributed  a 
share  of  the  excitment  accompanying  all  competitive  games.  The  girls,  confined 
almost  entirely  to  intramurals,  kept  up  a  fighting  elimination  contest  of  their 
own  along  side  the  boys'  extremely  successful  year.  Between  games,  however,  the 
auditorium  session  and  club  activities  furnish  both  recreation  and  educational  ex- 
periences. The  auditorium  periods  are  usually  held  weekly,  bringing  outstanding 
speakers  and  entertainers  to  both  upper  and  lower  classmen.  Late  in  the  fall,  Jim 
Stone,  a  graduate  of  Hughes,  and  his  adviser,  Dr.  Mason,  presented  a  program  of  In- 
dian history  and  dancing  to  an  enthusiastic  audience.  Recently,  Juanita  Bauer  and  on 
another  occasion,  "Kilties,"  appeared  for  the  first  time  at  Hughes.  Miss  Bauer,  a  very 
clever  actress,  gave  a  series  of  character  sketches  and  dramalogues.  The  "Kilties," 
a  Scotch  quartet,  presented  a  program  of  excellent  singing  interspersed  with  bag- 
pipe music  and  Scotch  history.  These  random  examples  illustrate  the  quality  and  va- 
riety of  the  auditorium  programs.  But  the  clubs  furnish  still  another  source  of  recrea- 
tion for  the  students.  Several  of  these  organizations,  such  as  Hughes  Club,  have 
speakers  at  nearly  every  meeting  to  discuss  with  the  members  innumerable  ques- 
tions. The  Stamp  Club  has  auctions  for  both  members  and  outsiders,  conducted  by 
experienced  stamp  dealers.  The  Camera  Club  gives  practical  demonstrations  of  dark- 
room technique  and  printing  at  some  of  their  meetings.  Considering  these  facts  it 
is  easy  to  see  that  much  of  a  pupil's  training  may  come  from  his  club  life,  as  well  as 
his  curricular  activities.  Many  of  the  teachers  sponsor  these  clubs  lending  their  ex- 
perience and  skill  to  the  discussion.  From  these  associations  the  students  make 
new  friends  in  the  large  student  body  that  is  Hughes.  All  club  activities  become  the 
fuselage,  carrying  the  social  and  educational  functions  of  school  life.  The  airport  is 
spacious,  its  activities  are  varied,  the  personnel  includes  thousands.
